The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , Sancoff et al. is the closest prior art as detailed in the last 
Office action, however, Sancoff et al. only discloses an IV bag without a connector 
because the spike (connector) is part of the fluid transfer components and cannot 
therefore be considered "a container connector". Also the arguments presented by the 
applicant filed on 6/2/2006 are persuasive. 

Regarding claim 28, Kurtz et al. is the closest prior art but the system lacks an 
an applicator configured and arranged to deposit the substance including the marker in 
at least a portion of the region.
